God had called his servants to labor 
for the amelioration of the condition 
of the inhabitants of the earth. On 


every hand could be seen the most 


powerful evidences of the necessity for 
reformation. The poor and oppress 
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for emancipation from the evils in 
which they were enthralled. The line 
between the rich and poor was becom- 
ing more marked and distinctive. 
None could provide a remedy for this 
deplorable state of things but the 
great Creator himself. 


A study of the acknowledged attri- 


butes of the Almighty should be suffi- 


cient to convince the most skeptical 
that he had nothing to do with the 
organizing of society as it existed to- 
day. The Latter-day Saints had be- 
fore them the high privilege of assist- 
ing the Lord in the great work of re- 
formation, and they should never forget 
this important object of their gathering 
together. The people of this Terri- 
tory were everywhere surrourded by 
the evidences of his favor and foster- 
ing care, and they should therefore 
not forget him nor his work. He had 
many times delivered his people when 
they had been overshadowed by the 
threatening clouds of adversity. 


The Saints had to build up the Zion 
of God, which was the Church, king- 
dom and power of God, and they h 
to teach the inhabitants of the earth 
‘that there was a people who had faith 
in God, and who could accomplish 
‘mighty things through trusting in him. 
If the Saints manifested that they had 
faith in God by sending for the Elders 
of the Church to anoint their sick with 
‘oil and administer to them, and abo- 
lish doctors, these things would have 
their effect upon the people of the 
‘world, and they would engender faith 
in the hearts of their children. 


„Elder Cannon then spoke of the 


de rable condition of the, nations 
politically, and the political and moral 


condition of Utah, also in deprecatory 
terms of the course taken by some of 
the representatives of the Federal gov- 
erpment, whose duty was to becon- 
servaters of the peaoe and of public 


morals, but who had encouraged drunk- 


entiess, debauchery and other crimes. 


If the Latter-day Saints became 


2 that they were not led Into evi 


engrossed in the spirit of the world, 
the Lord would soon scourge them. 
Elder Lorenzo Snow was the next 
speaker. He said serving the Lord 
honestly and faithfully was a most 
delightful business. It was a labor, 
however, in which some of us occa- 
sionally got discouraged, and required 
to be urged. An incentive to faith- 
fulness was a correct understanding of 
the nature of the future rewards in 
store for those who served the Lord 
undividedly. The Lord was willing 
to show the nature of the future of 
the just, that a knowledge of it might 
act as an incentive to works of righte- . 
‘ousness. The obligations of the Lat- 
ter-day Saints, instead of decreasing as 
they progressed in the work of the 
Almighty, kept constantly increasing, 


and there was a necessity for a cor- 


responding increase of knowledge and 
wisdom, that those obligations might 
be faithfully and intelligently dis 
charged. 

The, speaker next dwelt upon the 
restoration of the Gospel in this age, 
the gathering of the Saints, and the 
objeot for which they were gathered, 
also of the sacrifices required by the 
Lord and made by the Saints. He 
concluded by alluding to his recent 
tour in Palestine and other countries. 

President B. Young then delivered 
a brief but very powerful, interesting 
and instructive address, in which he 
showed, with great plainness, that as 
the earth was the Lord's, and the 
fullness thereof, and that those who 
kept his commandments finally ob- 
tained all in existence that was worth 
having, riches, honor, glory and ex- 
altation, anything that people could 
undergo for the ultimate attainment 
of those blessings could not be desig- 
sacrifice.

Life on this 
earth was a continual warfare for the 
Saints, yet those who practiced righte- 
ousness had peace in the present as 
well as the assurance of eternal peace 
in the world to come. No person 
could possibly be in 5 bondage 
than to be enslaved by his own pas- 
sions. Men had their agency, and 
could choose the road to life and eter- 
nal riches, or that which led to misery 
and death. ; 
_ The speaker showed the necessity of 
people living in such a way that tbeir 
actions would bear the closest scrutiny. 
He 2 upon many points of in- 
terest to the Latter-day Saints, and 
exhorted them to conduct themselves 
in such a manner that they would not 
be ashamed to meet and greet their 
heavenly Father himself. : 
“President Wells then the 
final triumph of the kingdom of God, 
and those who strove to impede its 
progress would be destroyed. He ex- 
horted all to live near to the Lord, that 
they might realize the promises made 
to the faithful. Rather than deny the 
faith, Latter day Saints should be 
willing to sacrifice the life of the body. 
Ma y were willing to do this, and to 
stand up in defense of the servants of 
God, but were unable to live the prin- 
‘ciples of truth, yet those who did not 
_ live according to the laws of the Gos- 
pel would suffer loss. Many were 
anxious to receive the blessings to be 
obtained in the House of the Lord, 
‘and yet thovght they could neglect 
other matters, such as paying tithing, 
c., but they would some time be un- 
‘deceived if they did not repent. He 
exhorted the people to pay their tith- 
in and respond to the call of duty in 
all other respects. It was not gene- 
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rally the poor who neglected to pay 
their tithing, but rather those „ 
accumulated wealth. The Latter-day 
Saints would be scourged if they did 
not walk in the way of the Lord.

President Brigham Young delivered 
an elaborate an 
He first spoke of the mission to Ari- 
zona. He did not desire to cast any 
reflections upon those who had gone 


south and returned, but he desired 


that those of them who wished to do 
so should fit themselves out and ac- 
company him to the south this fall. 
The object of the mission was to break 
new ground and spread abroad, which 
was the duty of the Latter-day Saints. 
If the Saints would sanctify them- 
selves, Zion would be built up, but if 
they did not others would be chosen 
to do the work, which must be accom- 
plished. 


The President then delineated the 
nature of what is sometimes denomi- 
nated the ‘‘ one-man-power,” showing 
that it originated in God, and when 
people obeyed the revelations of God 
as given through those delegated with 
autkority from the Almighty, it was 
the latter who was obeyed and not 
those so anthorized to act for him. 
What is called the one; man power” 
was not confined to the Latter-day 
Saints, but people endeavored to carry 
it out all over the world. 

The condition of the nations of the 
earth, politically, socially and religi- 


ously, was next dwelt upon, and, in 


concluding, President Young bore a 
powerful testimeny to the pel of 
Christ as revealed in this age of the 


instructive discourse. .

President Geo. A. Smith addressed 
the congregation. He read that por- 
tion of Scripture which says, This 
is my beloved son, in whom I am well 
pleased,” and then spoke of the nature 
of the ordinance or Sacrament of the 

Lord’s Supper, and the way in which 

it should be administered and par- 

taken of. He enumerated many of 
the advantages possessed by the Lat- 
ter-day Saints, in having special reve- 
lations from the Almighty. | 

He next described the condition of 
the Jews at the time the Savior made 
his advent among them, spoke of the 
effort of Herod to destroy Jesus by 
having the male children destroyed, 
and stated that there was a place which 
was now pointed out to visitors to 

Palestine, as the spot where the bodies 

of the children slain by the command 

of Herod were buried. The speaker 
then traced the history of the Lord 

Jesus from the time of the flight into 

Egypt till the time the words of the 

text were uttered. 5 
The necessity of the Latter-day 

Saints being honest was next touched 

upon. Before partaking of the holy 

Sacrament, by which they showed they 

ever remembered the sacrifice of the 

Son of God, they should submit 

themselves to a close self-sctutiny, to 

see whether they had lived so as to 

Spirit the communion of the Holy 

rit. 
The speaker read a revelation given 

through Joseph Smith, Jan. 19, 1841 

as written in the Book of Doc. and 

Cov., relating to the building of Tem- 

ples to the Lord, it being shown in the 

revelation that every people of God 


- 
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were commanded to do work of 
that nature. The Saints had been 
driven many times before coming to 
this Territory, but here they had re- 
mained many years, and were likely 
to stay. It was the will of the Lord 
that the Temple here should be built. 
by the tithes and 9 1 601 of the peo- 
ple. President George A. Smith said 
he had recently been looking over 


some of the names of tithe-payers in 


some of the Wards, and was much 
surprised at the neglect of this duty 
indicated, on the part of brethren do- 
ing large business in this city. The 
speaker was not individually con- 
cerned in regard to a man paying tith- 
ing, but it was a matter of great eon- 
cern to the man himself. These 
matters should be duly considered by 
the Saints when they partook of the 
Sacrament. If the building of the 
Temple were hindered by the Saints 
neglecting to do tHeir part towards 
that work, the Lord would bé dis- 
pleased with them. When the Saints 
were hindered in this direction by 
their enemies the curse fell upon the 
latter, but when the work lagged on 
account of the negligence of the peo- 
ple themselves it was different, it was 
then npon the Saints on whom the in- 
dignation of the Lord was visited. As 
an illustration of this the history of 
the Jews was cited. It was clearly 
shown that those who would faithfully 
pay their tithing would be blessed and 
prospered. If persons could not ps 
their tithing, however, without the 
hearts longing after the money, they 
had better keep it, as the Lord did not 
want it. There would be a sufficient 
number of Latter-day Saints willing to 
build the Temple, and those who did 
not aid in the work, would not receive 
the blessings te be obtained in the 
house of the Lord. | 
There was a complaint from the 
Sunday schools that a sufficient num 
ber of teachers did not attend them, 
and the speaker would like to see the 
young men and women, and all others 
who could do so, to attend to the duty 
of teaching the children. President 
Smith then spoke of an inclination on 
the part of some young men * 
the Saints to attend educational insti- 
tutions abroad. He wished home 
educational institutions encouraged 
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and fostered. He advised parents to 
take the Juvenile Instructor, as it was 
an excellent medium of instruction. 
Also to have in the families the Deseret 
_News, in which were published the 
sermons of the servants of God. He 
concluded by expressing a hope that 
the Latter-day Saints would, in their 
aspirations to the Almighty, never for- 
get the Temple. : | 
Elder Geo. Q. Cannon followed and 
spoke on the nature of the authority 
4 the holy Priesthood, and * reason 
why temples were necessary. He enu- 
merated the glorious promises of God 
to his people in this age of the world, 


and the encouraging prospects before 
the Latter-day Saints. he people 
were not sent here only to exist, to 
eat, drink, sleep, build houses, &c. 


There was a nobler purpose to be ac- 
complished. The principle of patri- 
archal marriage was the foundation of 
all true greatness. If a man was to 
receive dominion and rule in eternity 
it would be over his own family. It 
was a wonder therefore that any of the 
Latter-day Saints should hesitate to 
contribute to building temples, in 
which the eternal ordinances of the 
Gospel could be administered, or to 
perform any portion of the great work 
of the last ave. The speaker next 
touched upon the mission to Arizona, 
stating his belief that if Prest. Young 
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had 3 those who went 
sou good places for settlements 
wonld have been found. He was glad 
to hear the President speak on the 
subject and to see that notwithstand- 
ing his advanced years he still was im- 
bued with the spirit of pioneering. It 
was expected that there would yet be 
settlements established in Arizona. 
The President would like a hundred 
men, well fitted out with provisions to 
last next winter, to go south this Fall, 
and help build the Temple of St. 
George. The Lerd never gave a com- 
mandment to any people but he also 
gave them the power to obey it. Fears 
had been entertained on account of 
the strong indications of neglect of 
duty on the part of the Saints in this 
City. Meetings were appointed yes- 
terday, and the teachers of the peo- 
ple left their labors to take part in the 
proceedings, yet but few attended. 
This did not look well on the pari of 
the people. He next dwelt powerfully 
on the evils of drunkenness and im- 
morality which were increasing in this 
City, and condemned the course of 
officials who had encouraged and fos- 
tered those evils.

The suit of Ann Eliza Webb Young, | 


seventeenth wife of Brigham Young, 
for divorce, has called the attention of 
the people of this country to the con- 
dition of Utah and the mode of Mor- 
mon life. Heretofore the greater 

rtion of the inhabitants of the 

astern States regarded the customs 
of that portion of our countrymen as 
unworty of even casual study. The 
strange legal and social questions 
which are likely to arise out of this 
suit have awakened great general in- 
terest in the Mormon problem. It 
remains to be seen whether the courts 
of the United States can take cogni- 
zance of iages contracted accord- 
ing to the Mormon faith. Admitting 


that this woman is the wife of Brigham 
Young, the Court takes official cogni- 
zance of polygamy, which it has here- 
tofore avoided doing. Will it do so? 
is the question uppermost in many 
persons minds, the querists themselves 
probably caring very little about the 
Mormon problem in any other way 
than as it affords them food for thought. 
To place Ann Eliza Webb-Young as 
the law of the land places her would 
be to deny that she is any man’s wife, 
and to leave her as an only resource a 
suit for seduction. The legal rulings 
in this case will, without doubt, have 
an effect upon the faith, and as such, 
will be watched accordingly. 

Mr. John W. Young, a son of Brig- 
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ham Young, arrived in the metropolis 
on Monday, and took rooms at the St. 
Nicholas Hotel. A representative of 
the Herald called at the hotel yester- 
day and sent up his card. He was kept 
waiting only a ys Brad moments, at 
the end of which e he was shown 
up to Mr. Young’s room on the fourth 
floor. 
saw a pleasant-looking, well-built gen- 
tleman of about 30 years of age, re- 
clining in a large arm-chair. Mr. 
Young wore a black velvet jacket, 
faced with light blue silk, and appeared 
thoroughly comfortable. He wel- 
comed the Herald man cheerily and 
expressed his willingness to answer 
any questions which might be asked 
for the sake of gaining information 
regard ing the Mormon faith, mode of 
life or the present suit now pending. 
He deprecated very strongly any desire 
on the part of the newspapers to make 
a sensational interview out of his con- 
versations and was gratified, he said, 
to be informed that the Herald de- 
sired to give his language just as he 
should utter it. Mr. Young is a man 
of medium height, rather stoutly built, 
with a florid complexion, light hazel 
eyes and dark brown hair. A heavy 
mustache covers his mouth. 
THE HAPPY STATE OF WOMANKIND.

A large number of the inhabitants of the earth are living 
only for the present. The vanities, pleasures and enjoymenis of the present 


existence are of more importance and value to them, apparently, than is the 


future, with all its glories and eternal rewards before them. ‘‘ But as the 
days of Noah were so shall also the coming of the Son of Man be.” That this 
prediction of Christ is now fulfilling is abundantly evident. A simple glance 
at society to-day shows plainly its similarity to the period in which Noah 
lived, when ‘‘they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, 
until the day that Noah entered into the ark.” | 
When we look abroad over the face of the earth, we can see the same selfish- 
ness, and utter disregard of all things heavenly, as existed in that age. Men 
seek their worldly interests first, instead of seeking first the kingdom of God 
and its righteousness.” The child is taught from its earliest recollection, 
until it reaches manhood, to pay tribute at the shrine of mammon, and after 
the child has merged into manhood, he looks upon things as his fellow- men 
do, and caring not to be behind the many in rendering homage to the god of 
this world, he goes with the popular current and is soon lost sight of in the 
grand struggle for earthly gain. Notwithstanding all this money-seeking and 
money-worship, men realize there is a Supreme Being to whom all must, 
sooner or later, bow the knee and worship with undivided hearts, and, con- 
sequently, they endeavor to make compromises with Him, imagining that he 
will be content with their second love, or secondary consideration, while inha- 
biting this earth. Satan, the prince of darkness, has, through the agency of 
mammon, acquired this influence over mankind, knowing that it is the most 
effectual allurement he can use in drawing away the children of men from 
serving God. He tried the same stratagem with Jesus, when he took him up 
into a high mountain and showed him the beauties, riches and all the entice- 
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ments of the earth, in the vain hope of frustrating the mission and purposes 
which Jesus was called to perform in behalf of fallen humanity. Unlike the 
many who had yielded to the allurements and persuasions of the Evil One, 
Jesus rebuked him and bade him to depart. The Savior had the feelings and 
desires common to humanity, and this Satan knew, and endeavored to induce 
him to worship the things of the earth, instead of his Father in heaven. We 
are told that on one occasion, ‘when Christ was reproving the Pharisees for 
their covetousness and hypocrisy, he said, . No servant can serve two masters, 
for either he will hate the one and love the other, or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other ; ye cannot serve God and mammon.” So it is with 
regard to the worship of God and the worship of mammon. We can serve 
either, but we must be content with our transient happiness, (if happiness it 
can be termed,) should we decide to serve the Evil One instead of the 
Almighty. 

It is thought by some that as long as they live pure and moral lives, are 
honorable men and women, as this world goes, and observe the requirements 
of the so-called religions existing on the earth, they will be entitled to a full- 
ness of eternal life in the celestial kingdom, and that is all that will be 
required of them by the Eternal Father. It matters not, some think, to what 
form of religion they may be attached, so long as they recognize a religion of 
some kind and observe the laws of morality. These things, however worthy 
of commendation they may be, are insufficient to realize for such individuals 
the hopes they entertain regarding the future existence. The Gospel itself 
comprehends and embraces all good and all moral laws. To fully believe in 
the Gospel, and practice such belief, men must necessarily be religious ; and 
when assuming the obligations of the Gospel, they must be pure, honest and 
otherwise strictly moral—seeking “‘ first the kingdom of God.” Men may be 
moral, but if their individual interests, possessions and even lives, are not 
identified with the kingdom of God, they can never reach the fullness of the 
- celestial glory. The interests of the kingdom ought to be our first considera- 
tion, and should be to us above all else on the earth; then every blessing, to 
which we are entitled, both of heaven and earth, will be given to us. Rewards 
are to follow obedience to the laws of the kingdom, and it is decidedly illegiti- 
mate and irregular for men to seek or take possession of the things of the 
earth otherwise than in the right way, and until they have proven their 
worthiness to possess them, ‘‘for the earth is the Lord’s and the fullness 
thereof.“ | 

The Latter-day Saints, in obedience to the teachings of our Savior, sought 
first the kingdom of God, and for that purpose came out of the world. They 
are commanded to bring all their worldly desires and aspirations in subjection 
to the Spirit of God, and to use their riches and influence for the building up 
of Zion and the permanent establishment of the kingdom of God on the earth. 
Jesus counseled his disciples in this wise, —“ Take no thought what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink, nor yet for your body what ye shall put on,—is 
not the life more than meat, and the body than raiment?” The world is but 
little inclined in this dispensation to accept such counsel. If the Savior was 
on the earth at the present time and taught such doctrines as this, he would 
be treated in no better way than he was in the Jewish dispensation. Self first 
and the Lord after now appears to be the prevailing spirit of the world. Greed 
and gain are the predominating characteristics of mankind to-day, and it 
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behooves even the Latter-day Saints, with all their knowledge of these and 
many other things of the kingdom, and notwithstanding their professions and 
practical devotion to the kingdom of God, to studiously guard against such 

influences, lest they are carried away with the stream. God will have a tried 

people, and none but those who have been faithful ander every circumstance, 
and have passed through the trying ordeal of riches as well as poverty, without 
yielding to their influence, will enjoy the ‘celestial presence of God our Father. 
The Saints should, therefore, avoid seeking the good opinion, favor and riches 

of the world, only so far as they may be made available for the progress of 
Truth. God's work is not dependent on any of these things, and its progress 
will not be retarded because the world may look frowningly ‘upon it, or with- 
hold its wealth from it. The Saints may have these things satrusied to their 
stewardship even at this day, but if they permit their minds to dwell too 
closely on them, and should they worship them instead of using them for the 
glory of God, they will be destroyed, for, as Jesus has said, ‘‘that which is 
highly esteemed among men is abomination in the sight of God.” Under all 

circumatances, therefore, the Saints should be guarded in this matter. It is 

for them to be tried by poverty and by riches, as was Job; but thus far, those 
who received the Gospel, as revealed to Joseph Smith, have very generally 

been the poor of the earth, and their faith is likely to ere long undergo ihe 
test of the influence of wealth or worldly honors. Zion, or Utah as it is 
called, is attaining to considerable importance in the world. Wealth is increa- 

sing among the Saints, and many thousands of poor persons who have gathered 
from this and other countries of Europe, are now comparatively rich. This 
may be their greatest trial. The question arises, Will * follow the example 

of the world in this respect and become so completely overpowered by the 
change in their circumstances that they will forsake the Gospel, which. has 

been the means of giving them the abundance of the earth? Or will they 
remain true to their religion and prove their gratitude by maintaining their 
integrity ? and, thereby, be remembered by the Almighty, when he dispenses ~ 
his still greater rewards among his faithful Saints, as in the language of the 
parable—‘‘ Well done thou good and faithful servant ; thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will make thee ruler over many 9 Let the gsther- 
ing Saints, when in Zion and surrounded with peace and plenty, remember 
their obligations, and whether they may be elevated to, the topmost heights of 
popularity and wealth, or reduced to the lowest depths of poverty and their 
position be that of the lowliest, keep in remembrance the words of Jesus— 
Seek ye first the kingdom of God and its righteousness.” J. C. G.

DEPARTURE OF THE FourtH Company.—The fourth company of the pre- 
sent season’s emigration left this port on board the Guion steamship Wyoming, 
on Wednesday, the 3rdinst. The company numbered 510 souls, of the follow- 
ing nationalities, —291 British and 219 Scandinavians. Elder John B. Fair- 
banks was placed in charge of the company, to be assisted by Elders Erastus 
W. Snow, J. C. A. Weibye and A. P. Soderborg. Elder Fairbanks arrived in 
this country, from Utah, on the 22nd of May, 1871, since which time he has 
labored diligently in preaching the Gospel ia the Nottingham and London Con- 
ferences, having presided in both of them. Elder Snow came to this country 
on the 17th of June, 1872, and has labored as a Traveling Elder in the Bir- 
mingham Conference nearly the whole of the time since that date. Elder 
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Weibye arrived here in April, 1871, and Elder Soderborg in November, 1871, 
both of whom have been associated with the Scandinavian Mission from the 
time of their arrival to the time of their departure. Elder Jesse W. Cleverly, 
who has been visiting his friends in this country, and Elder Wm. Trost, who 
arrived about two weeks ago, also sailed with this company. We wish the 
Elders and Saints, on board the Wyoming, God speed on their journey, and 
that they may arrive at their destination in safety. | 


ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


Uran TERRTTrORT.— Elder E. A. Box writes from Brigham City, Aug. 25th, 
and gives a report of the journey to Utah of the company which left here 
July 10th. He says,— 

We had the misfortune to bury three more babies while on the railroad; 
one belonging to brother and sister Smith, of Manchester, one to sister Magee, 
and the other to a Swiss family ; they all died within an hour of each other, 
and were buried at Logansport, Ill. | We met with only one accident on the 
way—one of the sisters having fallen in the river at New York ; but, happily, 
was rescued without injury. I found some of the Saints had directed their 
boxes and other luggage to Ogden, and were going to Salt Lake, or farther 
south; others were marked Salt Lake, and they themselves got off at Ogden. 
This gave us some trouble in changing at Ogden. It would, therefore, be 
much better for others who emigrate hereafter to put on the name of the town 
or settlement they are intending to go to, than either Salt Lake or Ogden, 
unless they should intend to stay at either of those places. The railroad — 
officials were very kind to us, especially those of the Eastern lines, in giving 
us good cars and plenty of room.“

THE OGDEN FIRE. 
— —0 —— 


We take the following details of the 


Ogden fire from the Junction of 


Tues- 
day evening, August 5th:— ~ 


This morning a little before three 


o'clock, Mr. Hen. Clark, night watch- 
man, observed flames issuing from 
the drug-store of Higginbotham and 
Co., nearly in the centre of the west 
side of Main Street. He quickly gave 
the alarm, and a number of persons 
were soon upon the spot, the foremost 


being Oharles Jenkins and Dr. P. L. 


Anderson. The flames soon commu- 
nicated to the adjoining buildings, and 
a smart breeze which sprung up from 
. the south, made them roar and leap 
forward as if determined to sweep 
everything before them. 8 


Mr. D. H. Peery was awakened, 
and sent Alfred Harris aronnd town 
with a gong, the noise of which 
alarmed the inhabitants and gathered 
a big crowd. Alderman Thomson was 


aroused from his slumbers by the 


noise and hurried te the exciti 

scene, and was quickly joined by 
Prest. F. D. Richards, They con- 
sulted as to the best means of check- 
ing the spread of the conflagration, 
and while water was being drawn b 
buckets from the new tanks, directed 
a company of men to tear down a 
small frame building adjoining Jas. 
Horrocks’ store on the south, the 
latter being partly built of rock and 


brick. Axes were procured from Z. 
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C. M. I., and this was very soon ac- 
complished. 

Meanwhile, to stop the spread of 
the flames southward, Messrs. F. A. 
Shields and James Burrup, witb an- 
other company, tore down Robert 
Wilson's saloon and bowling alley, 
and still another company demolished 
the building occupied jointly by Mr. 
T. Jones, tailor, and the Howe sewing 
machine agent. The forcepump in 
front of Z. OC. M. I., and that at the 
rear of the Pioneer drug store, were 
brought into play, and men climbed 
on the buildings which were in danger 
and received buckets of water passed 
up from below. Wet blankets were 
spread on the roofs of the City and 


Pioneer drug stores and Z. C. M. I., 


and the utmost exertions used by 
numbers of brave men to quell the 
flames, while a few stood on the east 
side of the street, only watching the 

rogress of the fire and some of them 
helped themselves to anything they 
could lay their handg upon. 

All along the street storekeepers as- 
sisted by the crowd were packing 
their goods into the road, merchan- 


dise of all kinds was thrown out of 


the Z. C. M. I., while the flames shot 
upward and the breeze carried the em- 
bers northward a distance of a quarter 
of a mile, and in some instances set- 
ting on fire stuff that was being re- 
moved in wagons. Suddenly the wind 
lulled, the fire-fighters redoubled their 
efforts, and about six o’clock were for- 
tunately successful in obtaining the 
‘victory over the destroying element. 


The destruction, however, was ter- 


rible. Higginbotham and Co’s drug 


and grocery store with all its contents, 
was entirely swept away; Mr. Men- 
delsohn’s dry goods, Z. C. M. I. stove 
department, and Levy’s dry goods, 
to the south, were also completely de- 
molished, though most of their goods 
were saved. North of MHigyinbot- 
‘ham’s, Reed’s shoe shop, and Cham- 
ber’s, news stote, Mr. Carty’s beer 
saloon, Taylor Heninger’s, general 
merchandise, J. Coclough’s, fruit and 
toys, and ©. Pearce’s tin and hard- 
ware, were totally destroyed, most of 
the stock however, being taken out. 


Pidcock and Gale’s furniture store 


was badly burned on the roof and 
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considerable of their stock was dam- 
aged. 

It was a rapid and terrible confla- 
gration, and had it not been for the 
soaking rain of the day previous the 
earnest lubors and determined energy 
of the active men and women who 
battled with the fire- fiend would have 
been in vain, the whole of Main street 
must have succambed, and would 
have gone like a flash. As it was, in 
about three hours ten stores were 
licked up, and nothing left to mark 
their whereabouts but smouldering 
debris and a solitary wall or two ready 
to totter and fall. 

The greatest loss would fall on 
Z. C. M. I., but from the fact that the 
Institution is insured. About 150 
stoves, with a large quantity of sheet 
copper, and a big stock of hardware, 
and tinware, were stored in the rear 
of the building, which was composed 
of adobies, and was the property of 
Mr. D. H. Peery. This, with the 
damage by removal and water to the 
immense stock of merchandise in the 
wholesale general department, in- 
volves a loss of about $25,000. 

Messrs. Higginbotham have lost 
their all, amounting to about $6,000, 
and were not insured. The building 
was owned by Mr. D. H. Peery. Mr. 
Mendelsohn’s stock was worth about 
$7,000 ; much of it is badly damaged; 
he is partly insured ; this building also 
was Mr. Peery’s, whose loss is about
